ending  December  31 ,  1903. 


SEWERS. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  sewer  system  during 
•  In  period.  On  James  Street  and  Llewellyn  Avenue  the 
\  •tun  has  been  extended.  The  sewers  have  been  well  cared 
l' 1 1  by  frequent  flushing  and  dragging  and  have  worked  in  a 
mtlnlnctory  manner. 

ROADS  AND  SIDEWALKS. 

The  Council  has  endeavored  to  keep  up  the  high  standard 
nl  our  roads  by  top  dressing  and  repairs  and  have  expended 
about  $12,000  during  the  past  twenty-one  months. 

Sidewalk  repairs  have  been  made  throughout  the  town 
ind  new  walks  have  been  laid  on  Orange  Street  and  Washing¬ 
ton  Street,  on  petition  of  property  owners. 

POLICE. 

The  usual  good  police  service  has  been  fully  maintained. 
The  department  consists  of  a  chief,  six  patrolmen  and  five 
specials.  Renovation  of  the  police  station  is  now  in  contem¬ 
plation. 
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LIGHT. 


The  lighting  system  has  worked  in  a  satisfactory  manner 
and  our  contract  will  expire  during  the  early  part  of  the  year, 
and  is  likely  to  be  renewed.  We  have  eiglity-five  arc  and  313 
incandescent  lights  at  the  present  time. 


PUBLIC  GROUNDS. 

The  usual  care  and  attention  has  been  given  to  our  parks. 


WATER  DEPARTMENT. 

The  purchase  of  the  water  plant  from  the  Orange  Water 
Company  and  the  contract  for  the  supply  subsequently  made 
with  the  East  Jersey  Water  Company,  occasioned  so  much 
interest,  from  which  ensued  so  much  controversy  among  our 
citizens,  that  your  committee  deem  it  fitting  and  proper  at 
this  time  to  give  a  detailed  statement  of  the  working  of  this 
department  since  its  inception,  particularly  as  to  showing 
whether  or  not  this  and  like  utilities  can  be  successfully  con¬ 
ducted  under  municipal  ownership. 

I11  the  first  place  our  citizens  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
purchasing  so  valuable  a  plant  for  the  sum  of  $90,000,  the 
value  of  which  was  considerably  enhanced  when  after  mature 
thought  and  deliberation  and  a  very  exhaustive  investigation 
(in  many  instances  made  jointly  with  the  Board  of  Trade  and 
Civic  Union)  the  contract  was  signed  to  supply  the  town  with 
an  excellent  supply  of  water  at  $65  per  million  gallons,  this 
being  a  reduction  of  $15  per  million  gallons  on  the  previous 
contract.  Your  committee,  through  reports  rendered  by  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Water  Department,  and  on  personal 
investigation,  discovered  that  the  plant  prior  to  its  being 
turned  over  to  the  town,  has  been  conducted  on  loose  business 
methods  and  not  at  all  in  accordance  with  that  business  acumen 
necessary  to  make  it  a  financial  success,  and  therefore  im- 
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. sel  about  to  remedy  the  existing  state  of  affairs,

Showing  that  notwithstanding  the  fact  of  having  162  ad¬ 
ditional  consumers,  our  consumption  of  water  for  the  three 
months  ending  January  1st,  has  decreased  by  21,918,000  gal¬ 
lons,  the  cost  of  which  has  saved  the  town  $2,672.95,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year.  This  does 
not  necessarily  mean  that  our  citizens  are  actually  using  less 
water  than  heretofore,  but  that  the  abnormal  per  cent,  of 
waste  has  been  eliminated  ;  a  condition  brought  about  by  the 
unceasing  vigilance  and  constant  and  watchful  care  of  the 
superintendent  of  this  department. 

A  careful  survey  of  these  figures  will  best  show  the  im¬ 
mense  resources  of  the  department  and  there  is  no  doubt  that

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  time  covered  by  this  report  the  Fire  Depart- 
n lent  has  rendered  their  usual  good  service.  Bonds  to  the 
1  mount  of  $25,000  have  been  issued  and  the  proceeds  used  to 
lilt)  sites  and  erect  buildings  for  the  department.  The  prop- 
mIy  known  as  the  Excelsior  hose  house  was  purchased  from 
1  hat  company,  thus  giving  the  town  complete  ownership  of  all 
11.  lire  houses. 

We  feel  that  the  town  now  has  as  finely  equipped  houses 
as  any  town  of  its  size  in  the  State.  The  property  consists  of 
the  large  central  fire  house  on  Bloomfield  Avenue,  used  by 
Essex  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  and  Phoenix  Hose  Com¬ 
pany  and  the  Exempt  Firemen’s  Association.  This  also  is 
the  headquarters  of  the  Alarm  System  of  the  town,  in  which 
is  located  the  Game  well  fire  alarm  repeater,  which  was  in¬ 
stalled  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,000,  which  the  Council  considers 
money  well  expended.  The  bell  and  tower  is  located  here. 
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The  bell  is  now  the  property  of  the  town,  having  been  pm 
chased  from  Essex  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  for  $300  ;  and 
the  property  on  Orange  Street  known  as  Active  Hose  Corn 
pany,  the  Excelsior  property  on  Broad  Street  and  the  Mont 
gomery  Hose  House  on  Jerome  Place.  A  detailed  account  of 
the  work  of  the  department  is  embodied  in  the  accompanying 
two  reports  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 


FINANCES. 

Since  the  last  report  we  have  issued  $90,000  water  bonds 
and  $25,000  fire  house  bonds  ;  with  the  above  exception  our 
bonded  indebtedness  has  shown  a  steady  decrease.  The 
union  outlet  sewer  bonds  have  been  reduced  $5,000  and  the 
schools  the  same  amount,  and  floating  debt  $10,000.  The 
finances  of  the  town  are  in  excellent  condition  and  for  de¬ 
tailed  statement  see  Treasurer’s  reports.

There 
will  also  be  placed  in  the  new  battery  room  at  headquarters  a 
four  circuit  Gamewell  repeater,  which  will  be  a  great  help  to 
the  system.

The  water  supply  lias  been  good  on  all  occasions  and  a 
good  pressure  has  been  obtained  at  all  fires.  We  have  now 
193  hydrants.
